Feehing Four on 25c a Day. 


The usual run of papers in cooking 
magazines are good, and many of them 
are excellent, giving much-needed in- 
formation, useful advice and timely 
facts, but the average paper on econ- 
omy in feeding a household is mislead- 
ing and sometimes sadly inaccurate. 

For instance, in a leading householé 
magazine appeared an article of this 
sort, in which, among other things, it 
was Stated that one woman said it was 
possble to feed@ a family of four or 
five healthfully and appetizingly on 25 
cents a day, while another said she 
could not set an ordinary table under 
50 cents a day. Now the question is, 
could the woman who thought she 
could feed four or five on 25 cents a 
day, and give them sufficient food, do 
£0? These four or five people included, 
one would suppose, at least two men, 
or a man.and a boy. It is hardly pos- 
sible that they—that is, the whole 
family—could get on with less than 
two loaves of bread. 

There is ten cents to begin with; 
then, to keep down the expenses as 
low as possible, with no other dish ex- 
cept eggs, and that at the lowest pos- 
sible price, 12°cents a dozen (a price 
very seldom given), and only six eggs 
allowed the family, there is 16 cents 
gone already; then, as they probably 
drink coffee, the coffee and milk used 
in it can’t both together be less than 
ten cents, and there is 26 cents spent, 
with no allowance for butter, sugar 
and the many other things that go to 
make up one’s daily food—26 cents, and 
only bread, one meal of eggs and cof- 
fee! Must they live on oatmeal or 
mush? 

Every one knows that cooks who ca- 
ter for a large number of people can 
keep expenses down by buying every- 
thing at wholesale, but these papers 
on economy are not addressed to such 
caterers, but to persons who buy in 
small quantities at retail prices. 

And most of these statements. won't 
hold. Without wishing too sharply to 
criticize of statements of Miss Down- 
ing, the teacher of the New England 
Cooking sahool, it is impossible to ac- 
cept some of her statements. She said: 
“Three of the students of our class 
were chosen to give a breakfast at 
graduation. We were allowed $3 to 
buy the materials, and we had 24 
guests. We had the best of everything 
and it cost us just $2.80. Here is the 
menu we served: 


Strawberries with cream. 
Hominy with cream. 
Broiled shad. French fried potatoes. 


Sliced cucumbers. Rolls. 
Coffee. 
“I remember strawberries cost 25 


cents a quart, and we required three 
quarts. We ‘served two large shad, 
and $2.80 covered the breakfast, in- 
cluding the smailest details.” Here it 
is not the cost of the meal that wakens 
Surprise, but one of the items. Miss 
Downing says that 24 guests, and pre- 
sumably the three students who got up 
the breakfast, 27 in all, were served 
with three quarts of strawberries. Will 
anyone who remembers what a quart 
of strawberries shrinks to by the time 
the berries are hulled, try to divide 
into nine portions, and say if the result 
constitutes what anyone could consci- 


entiously term a helping of strawber- 
ries?

A little square old fashioned station, 
painted yellow and standing in an open 
triangular spot, bounded on the west! 
by a dark pine grove’ on the easi by} 
railroad tracks in the foreground of a 
deep and solid maple wood, on the | 
south by the railroad tracks gand a 
pasture lana and on the north by a va- 
riety of forest grants, is Hedding sta- 
tion. The station agent is -always 
busily pursuing his duties and the om- 
nibus drivers rush in and out among 
the passengers, who arrive on the train, 


securing a load to be driven to the 
camp ground. The “Romeo” with a 
seating capacity of twenty, a four 


seater and several carriages are the 
vehicles used. for the conveyance of 
visitors to and fro. The wri er secured 
passage on the “Romeo” driven by a 
genial “Ed” who conversed about the 
seaSon’s coming successes and also on 
the changes and improvements on the 
grounds, The drive to the camp 
grounds was through a tall growth of 
birches and. alders overhanging the 
road and forming an archway. After 
a ten minutes’ ride we came in sight of 
‘The Farm,” a large boarding house 
just at the entrance, which is a lattice 
work arch with three gates, .above 
which is inscribed ‘“Hedding.” The 
livery stable was next seen, a long and 
broad building where for reasonable 
prices carriages may be obtained with 
which ito ride ardund and see the 
beauty of the surrounding hills and vil- 
lages. One minute more and the sum- 
mer village was reached and under the 
“seven sisters’ (tall pines rising to a 
heirht of two hundred feet and more 
with an average diameter of from three 
to four feet at the base, the barge 
stopped and the passengers disem- 
barked and grasped the hands of the 
crowd of friends and acquaintances 
who anticipated their arrival. 

Hedding is a summer resort, having 
within its limits somewhere In the 
vicinity of 300 cottages, the large ma- 
jority of which are now occupied, Law- 
rence being finely represented. It 
abounds in springs of  health-giving 
mineral water, sulphur and iron water 
being the most prominent. The ave- 
nues are well kept and neat in appear- 
ance and are shaded by hemlocks and 
pine trees. The cottages though not 
made for winter service, are well built 
and present a neat appearance. The 
campus, an open spot with an area of 
several acres is the playground of the 
young people. A fine baseball diamond 
and tennis courts are laid out and -” 
these some lively sports are always 
going on. Chautauqua hall is the only 
building occupying a place on this 
green and in this lectures and concerts 
are held on week days for those who 
desire to enjoy their vacation in lite- 
rary pastimes. On-Sundays the relig- 
ious services are held in the hall and 
well known preachers are furnished to 
teach the gospel to the people. The 
auditorium is situated in about the cen- 
tre of the grounds and is the place 
where the open air meetings are held 
during camp meeting week. ' The seats 
are rustic but are strong and comfort- 
able. The seating capacity is in the 
Vicinity of 4000 and the seats are all 
crowded many times during camp 
meeting week when thousands drive 
upon the grounds from the neighboring 
towns, Surrounding the auditorium 
the society houses of various Methodist 
churches from many places in New 
England form a large circle (this fact 
giving that section of Hedding the 
name “The Circle’’. The sulphur 
spring draws many to the grounds b2- 
cause of the medicinal qualities of its 
water. A handsome rocke-y surroun‘s 
the spring and steps lead down to 
where the water continually spurts out 
at the rate of four gallons per minute. 
This spring beine in a central location 
supplies the greater number of the 
summer visitors with drinking water. 
This spring also supplies the grounds 
with water for other purposes through 
the medium of a _ .wind-mill which 
pumps it to a high service tank which 
drives water with much _- pressure 
through pipes to all sections. To all 
ladies who object to cooking on heated 
days the cook house is a ‘‘find.’”” There 
full dinners are prepared so that a'l 
that is necessary is to sit down and 
feast with practically no labor. Gro- 
eceries are distributed to purchasers by 
an efficient corps of help under the 
management of Leroy Currier of Ports- 
mouth. Meals by the day are served 
in the dining hall adjoining. A few 
minutes walk from the cookhouse up 
Wesley park is Vincent rock, named 
after an old time dispeller of Method- 
ism. This rock is about 14 feet high 
and about 100 feet in circumference. It 
is one of the first places to which a 
stranger to Hedding is taken. Upon 
it thousands of initials are chiselled and 
on the front is painted a large repre- 
sentation of the Epworth league badge. 
One is next taken to the Academia 
where the graduates of the Chatauqua 
summer school are graduated with ap- 
propriate exercises. This is a del'ght- 
ful pine grove fenced in™ with pine 
limbs artistically arranged. 

The golf links is a new attraction for 
the young people. Near the fifth ho’e 
is the cemetery of the country folk ani 
many of the stones marking the rest- 
ing place of departed persons date back 
into ithe 1700’s This spot is cften visit- 
ed by the “old inhabitant.” 

Forming one of the boundaries of 
Hedding is the Pawtucketaway or 
Lamprey river. This stream flows 
from Pawtucketawav pond-and winds 
its course with irregularity through the 
town of Epping. and from. there 
through woods and deep valleys until 1: 
reaches the limits of Hedding. It i= at 
its entrance to Hedding a narrow, deep 
and placid stream widening suddenly 
into a broad boisterous and white cap- 
ped torrent as it passes over the rapids 
overshadowed by elms in the foliage of 
which birds merrily chirp and squirrels 
leap from bough to bough. After a 
few hundred yards is covered by the 
Pawtucketaway it narrows agoin and 
is less violent. It proceeds on its way 
with gentle rippling beneath mapl:s, 
birches and willows and flows beneath 
the bridge on its course to Wadley’s 
few small mills. Nature has given to 
Hedding. a delightful spot and there 
the weary toiler may find recreation, 
rest and health.

In East Oakland, Cal., is to be tried 
a plan for helping homeless girls 
which seems almost ideal in method as 
well as in purpose. A rich and gen 
erous hearted woman has declared her 
intention of building ten cottages, 


each of which will accommodate ten 
girls and be in charge of a ‘“‘housé 
mother.” 


The cottage will stand in a beautifu’ 
park, with trees, lawns and flower 
gardens about them. The inmates of 
each cottage will constitute a separata 
family, the older girls helping to care 
for the younger ones, All will atten 
the public schools as other girls do, 
and will have their own outside diver- 
sions and friendships. 


Meantime they wfll also have in the 
home a thorough training in  house- 
work. As they reacha suitable age, 
each will receive special education in 
whatever trade or field of work she 
may select—teaching, dressmaking, 
millinery, typewriting, art or music— 
so that when she leaves the home each 
girl will be equipped to earn ther own 
living. One of the most attractive 
characteristics of the undertaking is 
its lack of institutional restraint and 
the large individual freedom which It 
ea ds 
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Trying to Do As Others Do. 


When will woman learn to cease sac- 
rificing her strength needlessiy? When 
will’she realize that the whims of oth- 
ers need not’ influence her actions in 
the least? When will she desist from 
trying to live as others think she 
should live? When such a time comes, 
the number of nervous women will de- 
crease and there will be a fresh com- 
plexion where there are now wrinkles 
and a laugh where there is a sigh.

The subject that is uppermost in the 
public mind this week is that of the 
proposed removal of several trees on 
Main street. The necessity for this 
act has been decided upon by the se- 
lectmen, and a public hearing is called 
for Sept. 4, by the tree warden, under 
whose care the trees are. 

The time is passed for discussing the 
reasons which make it necessary to take 
the proposed step. The progress of 
the world is not always easy to under- 
stand nor always pleasant to contém- 
plate. The demands of the times in 
which we live could no more stop the 
onward rush of public travel which 
has fastened itself so securely upon 
Andover’s principal — street, than it 
could stop the shriek of the locomotive 
across the continent at the time of the 
previous great overturn in the method 
of travel. 

Every change brings many — other 
changes, and a new order of things 
comes all too often for the conservative 
life, whose vision does not reach easily 
beyond that which a daily routine has 
created. The new uses to which Main 
street seems to be destined henceforth, 
seem to make very imperative many 
changes in that thoroughfare. — To ac- 
complish all that is necessary the trees 
on the East side from the centre to 
Punchard avenue must be sacrified, ac- 
cording to the judgment of those 
who should best understand the need. 

It is not to be wondered at that 
there is strong protest against this 


course, from the sentimental and 
nature loving side of every citizen. 


The trees are beloved friends of every 
genuine Andoverian. To be born a 
citizen of Andover is to be born a lover 
of the nature in which the town 
abounds. The trees, and shrubs, and 
flowers, are a part of the life in the 
beautiful town. No man

‘DOUBLE TRACKING FINISHED 


| after a Long Time Main Street Has 
Finally Almost Regained Its Cus- 
tomary Appearance. 


Main street is double tracked. ; 
The deed is done and take it all in all 
the situation is not so bad as some 


people anticipated, now that every- 
thing is nearly completed. : ; 
Since the work of relaying the rails 


of the Boston & Northern company was 
begun nearly two months ago, every- 
thing has gone along rapidly. After 
their rails were brought nearly to the 
Square, the gang was put on the Law- 
rence & Reading rails and they now are 
all laid, the trolley wire suspended and 
everything is ready.for the Reading cars 
to ran down town, * 

There remains one thing to be done 
before the road is through with their 
portion of the work and that is the 
‘widening of Main street from Punchard 

|,avenue to Barnard street, including also 
the lowering of the grade of the side- 
walk, from Punchard avenue. to J. Wil- 
ham Dean’s store. This ‘done, the drive- 
ways which now. obstruct a goodly 
portion of the thoroughfare will be 
made less objectionable. It will necessi- 
tate the removal of ten trees on the 
east side of the street, commencing at 
Dean’s store and extending to Punchard 
avenue. A retaining wall will also have 
to be built part or all the way and a 
curb stone laid along the edge of the 
sidewalk and the walk reconcreted. 

A week ago Wednesday, Selectman 
Goldsmith ordered the work of laying 
the Reading line’s rails stopped when 
the gang reached Punchard avenue in 


order that some agreement might be 
reached with the Boston & Northern 
company, Which really controls the L. 


& R. road, in regard to the above alter- 
ations, required by the franchise. It 
was the intention of the board to com- 
pel the company to start at that point 
and run their cars on one rail the re- 
maining distance to the Square, should 
they refuse to comply with their wishes. 

Last Friday afternoon a meeting was 
held by the board of selectmen at which 
was present Vice-president Foster of 
the Boston & Northern road. He agreed, 
as representative of the B. & N., todo 
whatever the selectmen desired and at 
any time they desired. This will call 
for the following out of a plan drawn by 
Engineer John E. Smith of the Board of 
Public Works. The selectmen further 
agreed with the company to allow them 
to use the better part of the old paving 
stones for breaking joints, rather than 
requiring them to break up the new 
Philadelphia granite blocks, which-are 
being used between the rails and tracks, 
for this purpose. 

Vice-president Foster also requested 
the selectmen to give a location to the 
Andover & Haverhill road, controled by 
his company, stating that work would 
be begun at once on constructing this 
line to North Andover Centre whena 
location is obtained. As the franchise 
limit expired over a month or more ago, 
the board is not in duty bound to grant 
a specific location but there is no doubt 
but that they will do so in good season 
as the public of Andover and North 
Andover are desirous that there shall 
be such a road built. A meeting for the 
purpose of going over the proposed route 
from Elm square to the North Andover 
line was held by the selectmen Monday 
afternoon, They decided to ask the 
Boston & Northern road to send an en- 
gineer up to make a plan of the street, 
as the franchise calls for one, after 
which the exact location will be decided 
upon. Nothing was said by Mr. Foster 
about the continuation of the line be 
yond the company’s tracks at North 
Andover Centre and it is likely that the 
extention to Haverhill will not be built 
this year, 

Altho’ the Boston & Northern road 
agréed to comply with the selectmen's 
wishes in regard to the widening of 
Main street and changing of the grade 
of the sidewalk, there seems to be an 
obstacle in the way so that the work 
cannot be done at once. ‘The obstacle 
exists inthe person of Charles L. Car- 
ter, tree warden, who, having returned 
from his vacation, was notified that the 
town desired to cut down the ten trees 
before mentioned.

The following order has been issued 
by the fish and game commissioners 
of the state to the deputies appointed 
for the enforcement of the laws atfecting 
fish and game throughout the state: 

“ By order of the board, it is not 

deemed incumbent upon this com- 
mission to attempt the enforcement 
of the Sunday fishing law, and pros- 
ecutions under this law now pending 
will be withdrawn.
